Dublin, July 19.—-The following is an au- 
thentic detail of the occurrences at Ballinamore, 
County Leitrim, on Saturday, to which we allu- 
ded in our Supplementary Sheet. Information 
having been received that preparations were ma- 
king by the satellites of the Association for an 
attack upon any Protestants presuming to cele- 
orate the anniversary of the Boyne in that quar- 
ter, those of Ballinamore, with that feeling of 
loyalty which has ever marked their conduct, 
vsely resolved on abstaiming from any display 
alculated to endanger the public peace—not 
that they entertain any dread of the enemy, but 
that they respected the law. At the same time 
the Sheriff! of the County had called in the as- 
ssiance of the military, consisting of a troop of 
the 17th Lancers, two companies of the 12th 
\nfantry, the staff of the Leitrim regiment, and 
aconsiderable namber of police, both mounted 
aod dismounted. This force assembled in Balli- 
ramore on the evening of the Ilth, and were 
paraded on the morning of the 12th, when they 
piled their arms in the street. About eleven 
o'clock information was brought to the High 
Sheriff and Magistrates by a person, who report- 
ed his having passed a large body of armed men, 
afew miles from the village; a few dragoons 
and mounted police were forthwith ordered to 
teconnoitre in the direction specified, and soon 
returned, confirming the intelligence; on which 
the troops were instantly put in motion towards 
the spot. The cavalry and mounted police be- 
ing inadvance, discovered a body of about five 
hundred pikemen, strongly posted on a hill cal-
